PRFSENT FROM THE QUEEN TO HER GRANDSON. 
HER Majesty ha~ just presented to her royal graudson, Prince 
Victor, a splendid baptismal gift. This work of art has been nearly 
two years in band; i: was intended to have been presented on the 
first snviversary oí the young ргіпсев birih—the 10th of March 
last- but the great smount of artistic labour required for its cow- 
pletion caused the p ation to be until now. The work 
consists of а statuette of the Іше Prince Ooneort in silver, and 
atands three feet two and а half inches in height. His royal Вівс- 
nese is in standing position with gilt armour, copied from the 
figure upon the tomb of tbe Earl of Warwick in Warwick Cathedral. 
Не is represented as Obristian in the “Pilgrim’s Progress,” and 
around the plinth on which the figure stands is tbe verse from 
Timothy, “1 have fought a fight, I have finished my course, 
1 һауе kept the faith.” Behind the figure, and resting upon the 
stamp of au osk, is the helmet of Obhristisn. The shield of the 
prince restá agalost the stem, and near the tree are the white lilies 
of purity, are usaelly introduced into the picture of the 
Pilgrim. Immediately beneath the plinth, and in front of the en- 
tablature of the l, is the inscription :—" Given to Albert 
Victor б jn Edward, on tbe occassion of his baptism, by Victoria 
M, his other and godmother, in memory of Albert, his 
beloved her.”

FRANCE. 
The usual гет year’s reception ot the diplomatic corps by the 
Emperor took place at the Tuileries on Monday. The ceremony 
was rather longer than usual, as the Emperor addregged а fow words 


to each am . 

In receiving the members of the Corps Legislatif and the Presi- 
dent, Oount Walowski, his Majesty stated that he received their 
compliments with pleasure, as a testimony of the concord which 
should exist between the great bodies of the State, and which oon- 
stitutes the happiness of the country. 

AMERICA. 

M. Montholon, the French ambassador, is sojourning in New 
York. It is announced that the resolutions on Mexican affairs intro- 
duced in Congress are so offensive to him that he will not return to 
мола until after receiving instructions from the Emperor 

apoleon. 

A New York evening paper publishes a rumour that M. Montholon, 
previous to Mr. Jobnson issuing his Message, bad assured Mr. 
Seward that the Fresch troops would withdraw from Mexico in а 
short time. 

According to the New York Herald s Washington correspondence, 
the Mezican #:ta/fette states Luat 1 000 Zouaves, en route to reinforce 
General Ваза, bad been landed a: Martinique, where they re- 
volted, with cries of “Death to the Emperor!" * Vive la Repub- 
lique!" The garrison endeavoured to restore order, but many were 
killed on both sides Four hundred of the Zouaves, on their arrival 
at the city of Mexico, were diearmed, and ordered to be court- 
martialled.

GREAT FIRE AT БТ. KATHARINES DOCK. 

Ox Monday forenoon much alarm was crested by the outbreak of 
anotber very serious fire іп the St. Katharine’s Dook, making the 
third that has occurred іп that great commercial shipping depot 
within the last few years. It raged with terrible fury during tho 
whole day and night, consuming part of two of its bonded ware- 
houses and destroying property to a very large extent. The ware- 
houses formed part of tbe lotter Н stack of warehouses, occupying 
one-half of the north side of the docks. The stack contained some 
eight or ten warehoutes, each four or six floors in height, ail оош- 
municating on every floor by means of double iron folding doors. 
The principal goods stored in them are spirits, tallow, palm 
oi), cottou, flax, jute, and other merchandize, to the extent 
«f upwards 4% 22 (000,000 value. The circumstances connected 
with the outbreak are romewhst extraordinary. The warehouses 
bad been open some hours, labourers were on every floor receiving 
goods raised from the quays by the hydraniio lifta, and were wheel- 
ing the property tbrongh the entire length of the stack fir storing, 
when people came running into the dock from the adjacent streets 
and waterside with intelligence that one of the wareboutes was on 
fire, and that they had seen the flames coming out of the roof. The 
police at the entrance gates looked upon ths information with snr- 
prise, for to them there was no appearance even then of any danger ; 
but а few minutes sufficed to show that & most dangerous fire bad 
broken out in the filtu story of warehouse F, yet on some of the 
dock cfficisle rashing up into it they found men at work in the 
fioors below, quite unconscious of the fire's existence. The class of 
goods stored on the floor in question wae chiefly coir fibre and bales 
of jute. There was ап immense stock of it on the floor, piled and 
stacked ор to the oeiling. It was evidently all on fire, 
sending forth а fearful blinding and suffocating smoke, com- 
pelling the mou to beat a speedy retreat. The dock officers, 
finding it was impossible tu exiinguish the fire, commenced 
securing all the iron doors во as to shut off all communication with 
the rast of the warebouses. This they effected, except one connect- 
ing the fifth floor of F warehouse with that of the same floor letter 
Н. Peveral men made an effort to reach the door by crawling on 
their hands avd knees, but were soon overpowered and were 
dragged out almost insensible from suffocation. During this time 
the flames were spreading furiously and fast throughout the two 
uppermost floors of F warehouse, while the dense clouds of smoke 
whioh poured forth completely darkened the neighbourhood. The 
dock fire-engines were soon in operation, and Captain Shaw, chief 
of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, arrived with & great number of 
steam engines. The hose of some of these was hoisted to the roofs 
of oiber warehouses, whence copious streams of water were directed 
into the burning warehouses, four floors of which were at one time 
completely enveloped in flames. 'lhe firemen laboured e 4 
to get the fire under, and by five o'clock they had mastered it. It 
is stated that the damage will exceed £100 000, and that almost 
every insurance office in London will suffer. 
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EXTRAORDINARY OHARGE. == Ät Biggleswade on Ba'urday, the 
30.h ot December, the Kev.

Frederick Parry, incumbent of Christ Churoh, 129, Tachbrook- 
stregt, B.W. Mr. Pott forwarded a letter to the address mentioned, 
aud received в reply, signed “ Ргедк. Parry, Incumbent of Obrist 
Cburob,” stating that Mr Perry had been known to him for several 
years, and he always found him earnest and sincere in his duties; a 
good reader snd a very fair preacher, and was liked by everybody, 
He conld safely recommend him, feeling sure tbat he wouid dis- 
obarge his duty with the utmost conscientiousmess. Otber corre- 
а-о Sipa followed, aud as the answers of the applicant appeared

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BTBANGE BTORY OF A COAT. 


Ат Westminster Police-court, oa Saturday, Mr. William Henry 
Oakes Warren, а gentleman, residing at Harrondon, Kent, said to 
be the son of General Warren, was obarged with a robbery at the 
Westminster Palace Hotel. It sppeared from the evidence of four 
witnesses that at about a quarter-psst one o'clock the prisoner en- 
tered the hotel by the principal entrance. He had no overcoat on 
or with bim, and after waiking up and down tbe basement for 
nearly au hour, be went to the visitors’ book, where, as he said, he 
was locking for the names of some friends of his who were staying 
there. He then went into the coffee-room, and having partaken 
of some refreshment, took bis departure. Although the hall porter 
saw prisoner come in without an overcoat, and go ont with one on, 
aod knew him to be а stranger, he did not attempt to stop him, but 
spoke to another porter, who, finding that an overcoat end three 
books belonging to ^ Mr. Heathfield were missing, went after pri- 
ворег and fonnd him with tbe property in his possession. He ssid 
it wes bis coat, then he had made a mistake, and then offered wit- 
ness а sovereign to say nothing about it. He was, however, taken 
back to the hote! and given into custody. 

Prisoner said һө had taken a coat into the Palace Hotel with 
him, and took the wrong one when be left. What could & man in 
his position want to steals coat for?

Mr. Wiseman, after adverting to the evidence given on Baturday, 
which the solicitor fer the defence had read, observed: І would aay, 
оп the part of the Westminster Palace Company, that they are not 
actuated by any vindictive motives againet the prisoner, but, on 
the other hand, when the managers of a large limited company like 
the one I represent find that depredations;of this kind are committed, 
and they are daily called upon to make compenestion for property 
stolen, tbey feel themselves bound to come forward, and, in this 
саве, support the testimony of their officers; and altbough tbey are 
aware that the charge is—unfortunately, perhaps—made against а 
gentleman in a good position and respectably connected, still this 
sort of offence ів во much on the increace, and the facts of this case 
are во plain and the evidence so abundant, that the proprietors of 
the botel are of opinion that an example should be made, even if it 
be the prisoner.

The hall 
porter said be did not like the look of him, snd tor that reason the 
prisoner was watched. He came іп at about а quarter-past one, 
avd this happened at about ten minutes to three 1 think only our 
regular customers had been in and out the coffee-room while he 
was there, but I wes not there ali the time. 

Mr. Heathfield, owner of the coat stolen from the Westminster 
Palace Hotel, asid be left it on & side table in the coffee room on 
Saturday morning. It had three books іп the pockets, snd there 
were two other books, one partioulariy heavy, lying on the top of 
it. When witness left the hotel be told tbe porter where be had 
left bie coat, and the latter said it would be as safe there as in any 
part of the house. 

Mr. Wiseman said that an applicatien was now made for a remand 
cn behalf of the Craven, the Charing-orogs, and Grosvenor Hotels. 
There was я charge of а serious nature against the acoused respect- 
ing the Oraven. After staying there a few days he decamped, but 
being subsequently met with by one of the establishment and sc- 
costed for his bill, he gave а draft on some unknown ре геод in pay- 
ment, with а stamp upon it to increase its effect. The porters had 
been put on their guard against the accused 

Mr. Holt was about to address the magistrate on bebalf of his 
o'ient, observing that it was quite a mistake about this coat, when 
Mr. Selfe said : It will be useless to address me on the subject. 1 
shall send the prisoner beyond ail doubt for trial, and it wili be for 
& jury to say whether he is innocent or guilty. 

Mr. Holt observed that, under these circumstances, it would be 
useless for him to call the highly-respectable gentlemen whom he 
had present to speak to the socused's position aud character. With 
regard to one of the claims for hotel charges against the prisoner 
spoken of he mast observe, that when he heard of it he bad written 
e oy thet accused was out of town, and would psy when he came 

ас! 

Mr. Wiseman observed, that he should have been willfog to have 
had the charge sgainst the prironer for the cost disposed of 
summarily, but the other party bad rejected his overtures. 

Mr. Selte now ordered the wiinesses t» be bound over to prose- 
cute the prisouer for stealing the ovat. 

Оа the question of bail being discussed, Mr. Selfe said that he 
had taken merely nominal bail on prisoner being charged at & Jaté 
hour on Saturday afternoon, because he did uot like to send him to 
prison thinking there might be some mistake, and that the matter 
might be open to satisfactory explanation. He must now require 
him to find two sureties in £500 each for his appearance 

Mr. Le Neve Foster aud Major Crosswe)l entered into the re- 
quired sureties, Mr. Selfe intimating to the latter that he did not 
mean to suggest for a moment that in this case the prisoner would 
not duly surrender, but be had had reason recently to enforce 
the recognizsnces by three months’ imprisonment of the party 
who чей» занай bail ; and if the accused did not appear this would 
be enforced. 


TRIAL AND OONVIOTION OF А BIGAMIST. 

Іх the Old Court, Glasgow, before Lord Oowan, George Wortham 
Pearce, а amart-looking fellow, with fasbionable whiskers and 
moustache, was placed at the par charged with the crime of bigamy, 
іп во ‘ar ав on the 2nd of Jane, 1859, һе entered ints а matrimonial 
connexion with Jane M'Adam Cameron, daughter of Wm. Cameron, 
some time pawnbroker, residing at 26, George-street, Glasgow, the 
marriage ceremony being performed by tbe Rev. Dr. Gillan, his 
first wife, Emilia Wevill or Pearce, to whom he was lawfully 
united in St. Pe'er's Church, Walworth, Lambeth, Burray, being 
still alive. The acoused, who pleaded “ Not gatity,” wae defended by 
Мг. R. V. Campbell, who said thas his statement was that while a 
stodent in London in 1844, and being then very young, he became 
acqnainted with this Emilia Wevill, who kept а cigarehop. А 
marriage was celebrated, but he learned afterwards that he had been 
entrapped by thié person ; that she had been previously married to 
a man named Homer, в stadent attending Oxford, and that conse- 
qnently his marriage with Wevill was altogether null and void. 
That was tho belief of the prisoner, and it was on the faith of that 
that he came down to Scotland, and while residing here 
Mies Cameron. He (the prisoner) maintained that Miss Oameron 
Да his fawfuly wedded wife, and that he had not committed 

gamy. 

At the close of the ease for the prosecution the olerk of ths court 


read the following letter :—

Evidence having been led, Lord Cowan summed up; atter which 
the jury, without leaving tho box, returned а verdict of ‘Guilty 
as libelled. The prisoner was sentenced to twelve months’ impri- 
sonmeat.

Watches were pawned not more than three days after the robbery, 
the pawabrokers had not said one word to the police about the 
matwr. He had sucoeeded in recovering the duplicates of six of 
the watches.

Our subscribers will just now be the most anxious to know what 
іе Іа mode for evening and ball dreeses ; therefore, just mentioning 
а few favourite materials for these purposes, we will proceed to our 
long and ohofce list of tollettes. 

White tarlatenes, with aouble zig-zags or interlacinge of coloured 
ruchiog, are in favour—ebove all, those spotted with gold or peal, 
or with stara of gold or glass; also those with small coloured designs. 
Another pattern meeting with much favour іе that of flies or birds 
in black and gold, bine and gold, red and silver, &o. 

Many rich fonlards are made іп stripes of colour on s white 
ground, or dotted over with sma!! designs. Ball dresses, of thin 
material, ага frequently made with tunios caught up with ribbonr, 
cords, or trails of flowers. At the bettoms of akirte bouiilonnes or 
flonnces are placed, and corselets wih points, or with email 
separated basques, are worn. There are some chains of gold made 
ae trimmings ior white satin dresses, covered with tulle illusion. 
There chains—holding as it were the bouillonnes—are extremely 
distingvés. ‘bere are also very rich gslons sultanes, made in 
colours and fringed with gold; goid guipure embroidered with 
pearls; and ribbons of gold or silver, apon . hieh are large daisies 
of white or coloured velvet, with gold or silver hearts. Oryatal is 
used on velvet; the skirts out on the bias, and every seam trimmed 
with orystal fringe.

CAPTURE OF THREE ENGLISHMEN BY GREEK 
BLIGAN 


Tus following ін from an Athens letter :— 

* f believe tbe following account of the capture of Lord John 
Hervey, the Hon. Henry Strutt, and Mr. Coore by the brigands in 
Greece is tolerably complete and accurate in the leading facts. On 
the 4th inst. these gentlemen left Ithaca fer & week's shooting in 
Асаграгія. On reaching Acarnania they touched at Astakos to 
exhibit the papers of the yacht and take on board s few beaters 
selected by their guide, Phote. There they received no intimation 
of dar ger exteting in the сівігіс. They then moved the schooner 
down to the port of Pandeleimona, where vessels often take in 
cargoes of valonia, and commenced shooting. 1 believe they did 
not find ва much game as they expected, killing only а single deer 
on Thuraday. On Friday they changed their position, going up 
the gulf of Dragomestre and nearer Astakos, in order to beat the 
woods at а place called Maratha. No notice was sent to them 
either from Astakos, Pandeleimona, or re, that there 
were brigands near, and they bad not the most distant suspicion 
o! danger, wben, on tbe afternoon of Friday, the 8th inst, they 
suddenly found themselves ss completely at the meroy of Bpiro 
Deli as the five officers who went ont to gp oer orden at

«+ Mr. Wood,—Yon must send ug 3 000 lirais sterlinais to ransom 
the Englishmen within eight days, snd take care that we are not 
molested in the meantime, or we shell kill the men we have. 

““Тик COMPANY IN THE Forest’ 

“Lord John Hervey and Mr. Strutt were so fortunate as to go on 
board the Greek steamer, end they r Patras on Sunday even- 
ing. They immedictely presented their letter from the ‘Company 
in the Forest,’ bat Mesars. Barff and Оо. had not £3,000 in gold in 
hand. tut only 42,400 was collected in gold, and Lord John and 
Mr. Strutt sailed on Monday, at three p.m., with that amount in 
gold, aud the rest in Greek bank-notes. Her Mejesty's ship Obanti- 
oleer took them over to Dregomeetre. But, lest the sight of an 
English man-of-war should alarm the brigands, and drive them off 
to the distent mountains, a man who knew the country well was 
towed over in в shore-boat from Patras, and landed at а convenient 
spot in the night, before the Chanticleer appeared in the gult of 
Dragomestre. Anotber difficulty ocourred which threatened to 
delay the release of Mr. Оооге. The brigands declined receiving 
Greek bank-notea In order to prevent any lose of time, the oa 
tain of the Chanticleer went over to Ithaca and obtained the gold 
from the branch benk there, on payiog а premium of six per cent. 
This gold waa in Venetian sequins, which the brigands, after cut- 
ting one in two, and bending the others in true seraff style, to 
verify the purity of the coin, oondescended to receive, and Mr. 
Coore was release’. Mr. Оооте appeara to have passed rather а 
hard time with the brigands. He slept in osverns and under trees, 
bu: he was rarely allowed to enjoy uninterrupted rest, for the band 
nensliy cbanged ite position in the middle of the night. Оп one 
occesion the brigands came suddenly within а few hundred yarda of 
а detachment of gendarmes, and the chief informed Mr. Ooore 
that be would shoot him rather than allow him to esca Fortu- 
nately for Mr. Сооге tbe brigands were not pursued. ‘The brigand 
cbief, Spiro Deli, is a nstive of Aoarnania, and au old røbber ot the 
worst clase, celebrated for his atrocities. Не retired some time ако 
to Constantinople, perhaps to enjoy his ill-gotten gsins, but tbe 
anarchy that now prevails in Greece induced him to resume Бпві- 
ness. Tlia recent success will enable him to retire again on а com- 
poten*y. Thare are, however, three other bands already іп Aoar- 
nania ‘and Жиоіе. The chiefs are natives of Greece, but thoy 
often enrol rouraits from the other aide of the frontier.”
